Gear still top vote getter

Ailing long term Mayor pro 
tern Mary Ann Banks, who was 
forced to miss the finale of her 
last term on the Romulus City 
Council, was warmly praised 
by her peers Monday night 

Banks, who was believed to 
be watching the council meet- 
ing on her home television was 
cited by Mayor Beverly 
McAnally for her “deliberate 
sense of duty” to the city for 
over a decade and for her 
“great sense of humor” that 
helped her fellow council 
members get through some 
tough times in the past 

Veteran Councilman Noah 
“Pete” Bergeron told those 
gathered at the last council 
meeting prior to Tuesday’s 
election, said “this also is my 
last meeting here. But in the 
last 12 years on the council, I 
thought the world of Mary. 

“But following tonight, my 
life goes on, while Mary is 
Fighting the ultimate battle,” 
Bergeron concluded. 

Councilman Randolph 
Gear, who was chairing the 
meeting in Banks absence, 
said, “Mary always served as a 
class act As a freshman coun- 
cilman, she encouraged me a 
lot.” 

Councilman William Wad- 
sworth declared, “I talked to 
Mary only about a week ago. 
Tomorrow she will be facing a 
much more difficult challenge 
than we who are seeking re- 
election.” 

Wadsworth, calling her a 
“diamond in the rough,” went 
on to praise Banks for the 
many times she had to cast the

The Romulus City Council 
will have a major new political 
chemistry next Tuesday, but 
veteran Councilman Randolph 
Gear continued this year as 
high vote getter on the council 
with 2,305 votes. 

Three challengers have 
been elected to the new coun- 
cil, namely local truck com- 
pany owner William Crova, 
anti-injection well critic De- 
borah Romak and repeat can- 
didate Mary Collins. 

Three other council incum- 
bents earned new terms, in- 
cluding William Wadsworth, 
Michael Prybyla and Jimmie 
Raspberry.

One veteran councilman 
Ellis Pennington lost his 
chance for a new term coming 
in eighth in a field of 15 candi- 
dates (one short of re- 
election). 

It is assumed that Gear will 
be named mayor pro tem re- 
placing ailing Mary Ann 
Banks. 

With the apparent election 
of William Oakley as mayor 
and Collins, Crova and Rasp- 
berry as council members, 
many expect the atmosphere 
to change dramatically at regu- 
lar council meetings. 

Many in the community 
have complained about poems, 
non-Romulus social items and 
other comments made during 
the meetings in the past, ex- 
tending the time of the ses- 
sions to late in the night 

Some Oakley supporters 
also said they are anxious to 
see how Romak and Collins, 
both members of the anti-in- 
jection well group known as 
Romulus Environmentalists 
Caring About People (RECAP) 
vote on well related issues. 

Wadsworth was an early ar- 
river outside the City Clerk’s 
office Tuesday night and ex- 
pressed obvious relief and de- 
light with his second place 
finish. 

Raspberry arrived just be- 
fore the vote was finalized and 
expressed great joy over the 
Oakley victory. With the final 
votes still uncounted, Raspbe- 
rry stated. “I’m hoping more 
that Bill wins than even a per- 
sonal victory in my race.” 

Collins, who has run several 
times in the past for a council 
seat before finally being elec- 
ted Tuesday, joked when asked

how it feels to win “I’m just 
taking my dad’s old advice of 
‘keep on doing it until you get 
it right’!” 

Prybyla expressed “sur- 
prise” by the outcome in the 
mayor’s race, but thanked the 
voters for the strong support 
they gave his council 
candidacy. 

The elected council mem- 
bers and their vote totals were: 
Gear, 2,305; Wadsworth, 2,185; 
Crova, 2,064; Prybyla, 1,975; Ro- 
mak, 1,948; Collins, 1,748 and 
Raspberry, 1,566. 

Other candidates and their 
totals included: Pennington, 
1,498; Brooker Edwards, 1,438; 
Stanley Kreft, 940; John 
Ryznar, 1,018; Gwen Sibert, 
1,226; Jeaunine Wafer-Frison, 
713; and Tony Heimberger, 539. 
Write-in candidate Rob 
McLachlan’s votes were not to- 
taled yet. 
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That blunt message was 
quickly posted outside the 
watch party of former Mayor 
William Oakley following his 
whisker-thin 20 vote victory 
over 12-year Romulus incum- 
bent Mayor Beverly McAnally 
late Tuesday night. 

Oakley, 65, who hasn’t at- 
tended a city hall meeting in 
over a decade, will be offi- 
cially sworn in on Monday in 
the City Hall Chambers by 34th 
District Court Judge Tina 
Brooks Green. 

The contested mayoralty 
election, the first in Romulus 
in the past decade, saw just un- 
der 4,000 voters troop to the 
polls to possibly end the long 
city career for McAnally. 

In addition to her years as 
mayor, McAnally also served 
the city as council member 
and city treasurer. 

Tuesday’s vote count of 1,966 
for Oakley and 1,946 for 
McAnally is listed as unoffi- 
cial, until Wayne County Elec- 
tion officials canvass the vote. 
McAnally also has the option 
to ask for a recount, since the 
vote difference was so slight. 

Romulus has a history of 
close finishes in its city elec- 
tions, the closest obviously two 
years ago, when City Council 
candidates Michael Prybyla 
and Mary Collins finished in a 
tie. A drawing had to be con- 
ducted to declare Prybyla the 
official winner. 

Unlike other Metro area 
communities where winning 
mayoral candidates have eight 
or nine weeks to form a new 
administration, Oakley will be 
pressed into office next Mon- 
day and be asked to form a 
new city team within weeks. 

City Department heads will 
be asked as usual to turn in 
their resignations, so that 
Oakley can rehire or replace 
them as he so chooses. 

Oakley was his usual low- 
key self late Tuesday night, 
when informed he was the 
winner. Oakley told the gather- 
ing of family and supporters 
“I’m the tool for change in this 
city,” but then called upon

others to join his effort to 
make those needed chances. 

Both he and his campaign 
manager Ron Hopson credited 
the weeks of hard work by 
Oakley volunteers for the up- 
set victory. 

In McAnally headquarters, 
her supporters alternately 
cheered and booed as the pre- 
cinct totals came in and the 
lead switched from one candi- 
date to the other. 

McAnally admitted that she 
was extremely nervous as the 
vote was tabulated, but chat- 
ted good-naturedly with her 
supporters at the Romulus 
VFW Hall as the precinct to- 
tals were listed. 

Even though well-wishers 
attempted to boost her spirits, 
the long-time mayor was visi- 
bly disappointed. 

“We just have to wait until 
all of the totals are in,” she 
said when just a few precincts 
were left to report. 

The final figures told the 
tale. 

While the official filing 
deadline for mayoralty candi- 
dates was last June, the cam- 
paign didn’t really gain any 
intensity until mid- 
September. 

The issues centered on the 
injection well project, the en- 
croachment of Romulus land 
by Metro Airport leaders, pos- 
sible casinos in Romulus, the

Political activist 
arrested Monday 

Romulus political activist 
Steve Lewkowicz was ar- 
rested by local police Mon- 
day night following a spat 
with local cable television of- 
ficials during the filming of 
the City Council session in 
City Hall. 

According to officials, 
Lewkowicz, who many times 
videotaped council pro- 
cedures privately for Ro- 
mulus Environmentalist 
Caring About People (RE- 
CAP), initially was upset that 
problems were blocking the 
viewing of Monday night’s 
council session throughout 
the city. 

Lewkowicz reportedly 
marched to the basement Ca- 
ble TV office and complained 
to Oliver Warren, coordinator 
of the cable operations in the 
city. 

When Warren revealed it 
was a technical problem, 
Lewkowicz reportedly be- 
came enraged and local po- 
lice were called including 
Police Chief Daryl Poe, who 
was in the council audience 
at the time. 

Lewkowicz’s loud shouts 
caused an interruption in the 
council sessions sending 
many people into the hall- 
way. Recreation Director 
Brian Hitsky blocked passage 
to the basement, as police ar- 
rested Lewkowicz. Interior 
doors were then closed 
blocking the public’s view of 
Lewkowicz being led away by 
police. 

On Tuesday morning, local 
police were consulting with 
the Wayne County Prosecu- 
tor’s office on the actual 
charges that would be 
pressed against Lewkowicz.

Tuesday night’s victory 
while tough to achieve was the 
easy part, Oakley’s inner circle 
revealed, compared to the 
challenges Oakley faces now 
in putting together an adminis- 
trative team and developing 
strategies for the city to tostei 
in the next two years.

Political tricks never seem to go away 


The last weekend before 
Tuesday’s city election lived 
up to advance speculation, as 
unsigned political mail was 
distributed and official politi- 
cal signs arose, were distorted 
and ultimately disappeared.

The most humorous report 
was that a large sign stating 
“Ple-e-e-e-ase Don’t Bring 
Back Bill!” was erected at a 
prominent Goddard Road lo- 
cation last Friday. 

Reports persist that some- 
one whited out the word 
“don’t” and that hours later 
the word was returned to the 
sign. Then mysteriously the 
sign was sawed off or chopped 
down and disappeared. 

Complaints reached the of- 
fice the day before the election 
that Councilman Randy Gear 
was passing out doughnuts to 
school bus drivers in the 
school garage. 

Unsigned notes targeting 
negative thoughts about in- 
cumbent Mayor Beverly 
McAnally (calling her Pinoch- 
anally and adding a large ex- 
tension to her nose) were ad- 
ded to car windshields, as well 
as sheets attacking the images 
of City Council candidates 
William Wadsworth, Debbie 
Romak and William Crova.

Supposedly, a two-year old 
political handout attacking 
candidate Mary Collins was re- 
printed and passed about just 
before the election. 

Some blamed environmen- 
tal well leaders and some ac- 
cused fellow candidate John 
Ryznar. Others said the print- 
ing by the Romulus Roman that 
Councilmen Randolph Gear, 
Romak and Crova were the top 
candidates to replace retiring 
Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks, sent their supporters 
scurrying about to harm their 
opponents’ campaigns. 

This writer asked City Trea- 
surer James Napiorkowski on 
Monday afternoon if he heard 
that a last minute write-in 
campaign for School Board 
President Debra Hoffman had 
been organized against him 
over the weekend. 

Napiorkowski expressed no 
knowledge of the effort, but 
immediately showed his con- 
cern by seeking information 
from political activists, Hoff- 
man herself and even 
McAnally. 

A check with Hoffman re- 
vealed that she was not asking 
anyone’s support this year, but 


will watch what occurs at the 
polls on Tuesday. 

She did acknowledge that 
many persons have been ask- 
ing her to run for the trea- 
surer’s office, but said she felt 
she needed to complete her 
four-year term on the school 
board. Hoffman also serves as 
deputy director of the city’s Fi- 
nance Department. 

One of the most extensive 
sheets passed out to the public 
just before Election Day was a 
newsletter entitled “Common 
Sense Speaks.” Like other po- 
litical handouts it listed no ed- 
itorship, but did have two 
articles written by political ac- 
tivist Charles E. Griffiths III. 

This newsletter also con- 
tained a so-called “Evaluation 
of the Candidates.” 

It contains mini-write-ups 
on the 15 council candidates 
and takes a few pot-shots at 
anti-well forces. They include: 
“Gear.. .has a short temper; 
Tony Heimberger...is a one- 
issue candidate; Stanley 
Kreft...is unable to make pro- 
fessional statements or deci- 
sions... Romak.. .is unfamiliar 
with the city’s real issues; 
Gwen Sibert..makes too many 
personal attacks on other elec- 
ted officials.” 

To put it into perspective, 
City Clerk Linda Choate said 
Monday afternoon, “Well, at 
least, this is the most spirited 
election in years. I’m just glad 
I’m running unopposed.” 


Romulus police today are 
searching for a team of car- 
jackers, who forcefully stole a 
late-model car from a 65-year 
handicapped woman in the 
Morgan Manor Complex.

City Clerk Linda Choate 
sought and has been given au- 
thorization to let bids on the 
city’s official newspaper con- 
tract. 

Romulus City Council mem- 
bers also worked through a nu- 
mber of city issues Monday 
night to catch up with actions 
delayed from the meeting two 
weeks earlier because of a 
walkout by three council men. 

They approved a request by 
Mayor Beverly McAnally to 
award a carpeting bid for Fire 
Station No. 4 to Independent 
Carpet of Westland in the 
amount of $3,767. 

The council also approved a 
request to seek bids on two 
pick-up trucks and three pas- 
senger cars. The vehicles will 
be used by the assessor, ordi- 
nance, building, fire depart- 
ment and Department of 
Public Works employees. 

The council also approved 
5-1 a rezoning of property at 
7300 Middlebelt Road (near 
Charles Street) from Rl-B (sin- 
gle family residential) to C-l 
(local business). The “no” vote 
was issued by Councilman 


Michael Prybyla. 

The petitioner, Esaud 
Pacheco, plans to create a- 
party store at that address. 
Several years ago a conve- 
nience store was located there, 
but has since closed down. 

The rezoning was recom- 
mended earlier by both the 
city’s Planner Dennis Meagher 
and the Planning Commission. 

The council also approved a 
Brownsfield resolution sup- 
porting a Downriver Commu- 
nity Conference effort to 
clean-up dumpsites and other 
commercial sites within its 
city. 

City Emergency Manage- 
ment Coordinator Margaret 
Leduc said the DCC is apply- 
ing for a project pilot that 
could be funded via a federal 
Environmental Protection 
Agency Brownsfield grant. 

Leduc said she and City 
Community Development Di- 
rector Jane Downing confer- 
red recently on the possible 
DCC grant and felt Romulus 
“could benefit from this pilot 
program by identifying any 
parcels of land that are consid- 
ered ‘brownsfields’ and work 
with the owners and other in- 
terested parties to make these 
parcels more marketable. 


Carjacker takes 
woman’s vehicle 
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Alternatives offered to dumping hazardous waste

As Westland continually ex- 
tends its pilot recycling pro- 
gram, residents may be more 
and more concerned about the 
use of household chemicals 
and their disposal. 

For years, chemicals have 
been thrown into the trash, on 
the ground or down the drain, 
causing potentially hazardous 
exposure to homeowners. A1 
though one resident may not 
think their in-home disposal is 
dangerous, the effect snow- 
balls into 157.000 people on the 
average discarding six tons of 
toilet bowl cleaner, 22 tons of 
liquid household cleaner and 
5.5 tons of motor oil. 

Landfills, storm drains and 
sewage treatment plants are 
not designed to treat chemical 
waste and without special 
treatment, the chemicals stay 
in the environment and move 
into recreational and drinking 
water supplies. 

Recently a commissioned 
survey by the Central Wayne 
Energy Recovery Limited 
Partnership polled residents to 
gauge their interest in recyc- 
ling. The poll found 70 percent 
said they had recycled at least 
one material (excluding retur- 
nable bottles) during the last 
three months. The results 
show the strong interest resi- 
dents have in bettering their 
environment and the popu- 
larity recycling drop-off sites 
have created.

The survey also asked if res- 
idents would be interested in 
participating in a voluntary 
curbside recycling program - 
almost four in five said yes. Of 
those interested, more than 
one-half said they would be 
willing to spend between $3 
and $5 per month for the ser- 
vice. 

The expansion and continu- 
ation of Westland’s pilot recyc- 
ling program has created a 20 
to 25 percent base participa- 
tion rate of residents with lit- 
tle or no public education on 
the benefits of recycling pro- 
grams. Member’s of a recycling 
program committee say that 
kind of participation without 
instruction is very positive. 

This is the first time since 
the establishment of the Cen- 
tral Wayne County Sanitation 
Authority that residents will 
begin to see the direct benefits 
from increased recycling ef- 
forts. The actions result di- 


rectly from the CWCSA’s 
decision to develop a waste-to- 
energy project 

Currently the Department 
of Public Service operates a 
drop-off site in Westland at 
37137 Marquette; Monday 
through Friday from 7:30 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. and 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. on 
Saturday. The DPS accepts 
glass: clear, brown, green; plas- 
tics: 1 and 2; newsprint; used 
household batteries (alkaline 
only); and car batteries. 

Several household products 
have been created if you wish 
to choose less toxic alterna- 
tives to their hazardous coun- 
terparts. The Guide to 
Household Chemical Disposal 
printed by the city of South- 
field includes alternatives to 
oven cleaner, disinfectants, 
and mothballs. 

• Oven cleaners: let mixture 
of two tablespoons castile 
soap, two tablespoons borax 
and two cups water set in oven 
for 20 minutes; scrub with bak- 
ing soda and salt. 

• Disinfectants: mix 1/2 cup 
borax with one gallon of boil- 
ing water (not a disinfectant). 

• House plant insecticide: 
Mix two tablespoons dish 
washing liquid with two cups 
water and spray on leaves. 

• Abrasive cleaners or pow- 
ders: Rub area with 1/2 lemon 
dipped in borax, rinse, dry; 
baking soda or borax.

President vows 
to boost center

A spirit of optimism and en- 
thusiasm - too long missing 
from the hierarchy of Wayne 
County Community College ~ 
was present Wednesday when 
the new president, Dr. Curtis 
Ivery, spoke to the Friends of 
the Western Center advisory 
council. 

With only 40-plus days in his 
new position. Dr. Ivery is com- 
mitted to building the offer- 
ings and enrollment at the 
Western Center. 

Prior to his speech. Western 
Center Dean presented an up- 
beat update on the status of 
the center. 

“I am committed to put re- 
sources in place that will, 
hopefully, make a difference. 
We will offer weekend classes 
in addition to a number of 
short-term certificate and ca- 
reer programs,” Dr. Ivery said. 

The best news Dr. Ivery 
brought to the council was his 
pledge to keep classes at the 
center, even if enrollment in 
them is low in numbers. 

One of the major sources of 
frustration to Western Center 
students in the past has been 
the canceling of classes, result- 
ing in students having to travel 
to other campus sites or being 
unable to complete their de- 
gree requirements. 

“It may have been a good fis- 
cal management move to can- 
cel classes, but it was not a 
good PR move,” Dr. Ivery said. 

“We are going to be offering 
a number of new programs and 
courses here. There was not 
enough time to implement 
some of these for the spring 
term, but they will be imple- 
mented,” the college president 
said.

market with quality classes 
and a high academic standard. 

Among the steps he plans to 
take to move forward are to 
gather input from the commu- 
nity about their educational 
needs, to select quality in- 
structors and to maintain high 
standards in the college. 

“This is a tough times in 
terms of funding,” Dr. Ivery 
said, noting that the college 
must look for grants and part- 
nership programs with the pri- 
vate sector. 

“I’m proud to be part of this 
community, and I’m here to 
serve you,” Dr. Ivery said. “Tell 
us what you need and we will 
try to respond - quickly.” 

“We must do a better job of 
establishing partnerships with 
the private sector,” Dr. Ivery 
said. 

The college president said 
he was shocked to learn that in 
Wayne County, which is the 
seventh largest county in the 
nation, less than seven percent 
of the residents hold college 
degrees. 

It is his hope that Wayne 
County Community College 
can greatly improve the educa- 
tional statistics of its home 
base through its wide range of 
new programs.

Welfare reform expected to end dependency cycle 


A sweeping welfare reform 
package unveiled by leading 
Republicans could help end 
the cycle of dependency and 
encourage individual respon- 
sibility, said an area lawmaker 
who supports the effort. 

State Rep. Gerald Law, 
R-Plymouth, said the plan pro- 
vides a framework to develop 
the most comprehensive 
changes in the nation. 

“Our state is leading the 
way. By restructuring the sys- 
tem, we will strengthen fami- 


lies, increase responsibility, 
and promote community in- 
volvement,” Law said. “It's a 
new era. Welfare as we know it 
will end in Michigan.” 

Under the plan, the Depart- 
ment of Social Services adopts 
a fresh name and focus. The 
new Family Independence 
Agency would require each 
aifult client to have a custom- 
ized agreement outlining spe- 
cific responsibilities. This 
social contract must be hon- 
ored for assistance to begin. 


“There will be a clear set of 
expectations,” Law said. “Ap 
plicants must demonstrate re- 
sponsibility’ for becoming self- 
sufficient before any payments 
will be made. Failure to com- 
ply with the contract will re- 
sult in swift and certain 
penalties.” 

The plan also contains pro- 
visions that would: 

Require minor parents to 
live with a parent or other 
adult-supervised households. 

Deny or revoke professional 
licenses of deadbeat parents

“Thanks to this grass-roots 
effort, a sensible plan has 
emerged. With more incen- 


tives, I am convinced that 
those in need will meet their 
responsibilities,” Law said. 
“Other Engler administration 
programs, such as Work First, 
have proven track record and 
demonstrate the merit of this 
approach. 

“The basic goal is to reward 
self-initiative and stress inde- 
pendence. By eliminating bar- 
riers to work, and increasing 
opportunities, many Michigan 
families will find their way to a 
better life.”

Political campaigning 
has reached a new low in 
Romulus. The Western 
Wayne community in 
which politics are often 
down and dirty, featured 
a heated mayoral con- 
test, and 15 council can- 
didates (see Romulus Roman front page for results). 

Last weekend, candidates upped their politicking 
to a fever pitch. Signage was seen everywhere. Litera- 
ture from anonymous sources appeared mysteriously 
in mailboxes and on car windshields. The Monday 
night council meeting resulted in one resident being 
arrested. Gosh, even Michigan Community Newspa- 
per offices were the site of pickets organized by RE- 
CAP, and council candidate Debbie Romak. 

There’s nothing wrong with good, honest campaign- 
ing. I applaud it. However, some shenanigans need to 
be investigated. For instance: 

• A huge sign, presumably placed by the McAnally 
campaign, which read, “Please Don’t Bring Back Bill” 
(in reference to her opponent. Bill Oakley), was 
changed to “Please Bring Bill Back.” Later the 
“don’t” was added back. Still later, the sign was 
sawed to the ground. 

• Countless fliers distributed illegally and written 
anonymously. One flier graphically depicted Mayor 
McAnally with a Pinocchio-like nose and a headline, 
“She just will not tell the truth!” Another claims, 
council candidate Debbie Romak took $10,200 from 
the city for home improvements and another says 
council candidate Bill Wadsworth traveled to numer- 
ous conferences, but didn’t attend the workshops. 
These are only a few of the many fliers that made 
their rounds to the mailboxes and windshields of Ro- 
mulus residents. 

It’s great to see so many candidates and supporters 
working hard to make Romulus a better place to live. 
Usually newspapers, including this one, are com- 
plaining about the lack of candidates and participa- 
tion within the campaign process. Romulus passes 
with flying colors, here. I just wish, however, that can- 
didates would spend more time on proclaiming their 
positive attributes, and less on bashing opponents. 
That, in my opinion, is what politicking is all about.

Kudos this week go to two Wayne residents who 
saved a man from certain death. Gary Wethington was 
downstairs at his home on Clinton Street, attempting 
to douse flames from his refrigerator that had caught 
on fire. When he opened the refrigerator door, the 
combination of pressure, smoke and flames caused 
Wethington to pass out.

Educational problems need re-thinking in future

A few days ago I read an ex 
cellent article that appeared 
in a major metropolitan news- 
paper which outlined some of 
the problems blighting higher 
education in our country. It 
didn’t canvas a pretty picture. 

As we approach the 21st 
century, all of our great Ameri- 
can institutions it seems are 
under siege. Little seems to 
work properly anymore. We 
appear bedeviled by one ap- 
palling and apparently irre 
versible problem after 
another. 

Over the past few months 
there has been a dramatic re- 
surgence of interest in educa- 
tion in our country. We have 
been virtually inundated by a 
wave of studies and reports 
placing education at the top of 
the nation's agenda. 

Let’s take a sampling of just 
a few of the problems in higher 
education outlined in the news 
article: too many professors 
teaching leisurely schedules, 
scant emphasis on quality,

classes needed for graduation 
not being offered, dispropor- 
tionate use of part-time 
teachers, tuition cost beyond 
the purses of many, and busi- 
ness leaders complaining 
about the lack of basic skills of 
college graduates. Are any of 
these on the mend? 

We can be sure that the pub 
lie won’t stand for much of 
what is now being reported. 
Some citizens are already sug 
gesting that the federal gov 
eminent should get more 
involved in protecting its in- 
vestment in higher education, 
chiefly the money it provides 
for student load programs. 

According to Joan Stark, 
professor of education at Syr- 
acuse University, “We should 
expect detailed examination 
of institutions, refunds to stu 


dents for inadequate services, 
warranty periods on pur- 
chased education, and even 
malpractice insurance for fac- 
ulty." 

If we find all of this a little 
disconcerting, then maybe 
those who find themselves in 
high education leadership 
roles will be challenged to act. 
They must first of all admit 
that regulation and review 
have come about largely be 
cause of their own short- 
sighted vision. 

Arguably, to some extent ad- 
ministrators have abdicated 
responsibility for improving 
undergraduate education to 
state legislators and state reg 
ulatory agencies, thus issuing 
in a serious, troublesome new 
phase of consequentialism 
permeating education. 

The movement toward 
greater accountability and the 
assessment of education out- 
comes is being discussed by 
public officials at all levels, of 
ten in specific terms, consider- 
ing such issues as academic 
governance, curriculum stu- 
dent retention and satisfaction 
and a variety of other matters 


invoking institutional policy. 

As state government boards 
become substantially more in 
volved, we should remember 
the adage: “He who has the 
gold makes the rules.” 

Higher education’s reliance 
on state governments has bal 
looned dramatically over my 
past 20 years with a proportio 
nate level of influence and 
control. 

Hold a casual conversation 
with any state school board of- 
ficial and likely the first work 
to come out of their mouth is 
“accountability.” Your educa- 
tional outcomes must be “mea- 
surable” they will say. 

For all education, accoun- 
tability is the new watchword. 
The state agencies are de- 
manding that those in charge 
be responsive and responsible 
in the use of resources being 
provided. 

As I find myself pondering 
the state of higher education 
in this country, 1 was stuck by 
the notion expressed by a re- 
spected author: “Just maybe 
the prime function of educa- 
tion is not measurable.”

When a convoy of masked 
men wielding tire irons and 
baseball bats allegedly at- 
tacked newspaper carrier 
Lance Young, they picked on 
the wrong guy a lawyer. 

Young, a Westland father of 
two young children, is an attor- 
ney who specializes in class 
action lawsuits. 

The attack, sent him to the 
hospital with major bruises 
and sent his 1995 Ford Ranger 
pick-up truck to the bump shop 
with about $10,000 worth of 
damages. 

He is considering pressing 
charges against his assailants 
and filing a lawsuit or two 
against those he holds 
responsible. 

• Here’s what he told Plym- 
outh Township police: 

Young said that he was at- 
tacked by a convoy of about 100 
cars at 3:15 a.m. last Sunday 
morning while pulled over on 
the shoulder of the eastbound 
M 14 and Sheldon Road en 
trance ramp to change three 
flat tires. The flat tires were 
probably caused by star nails 
allegedly dumped onto the 
streets fronting the Free Press 
distribution center in Plym- 
outh Township by masked 
pickets. 

“Star nails are made from 
two construction nails,” Young 
said. “The heads are cut off 
and then the nails are each 
bent into an L. Then they’re 
brazed together in the middle 
so that when they’re thrown in 
the road, one point is always 
up. 

“Pickets usually throw two 
five gallon bucket loads at a 
time in front of you. They dis- 
abled 14 vehicles Sunday.” 

Knives and screwdrivers 
are also used to slash tires, he 
added. 

Before allegedly attacking 
Young, about 125 pickets used 
star nails to flattened 20 tires 
on 14 of the carriers’ vehicles 
They also allegedly keyed car- 
riers’ cars, busted windows, 
and punctured lights, causing 
$15,000 worth of damage 
claims, according to Plymouth 
Township Police Chief Carl 
Berry, who is reviewing video 
tapes of the incidents to iden- 
tify the suspects. 

Young speculates that he 
ran over the star nails while 
leaving the distribution site 
ahead of a planned carrier 
convoy. 

As he drove up the east- 
bound ramp to M-14, he heard 
a loud noise indicating a flat 
tire, which was the 12th for 
him during the strike period. 
When he stopped to change it, 
he heard the sound of another

tire going flat. 

“1 had not even managed to 
tighten the lug nuts when a 
100 vehicle convoy headed up 
the ramp toward me,” said 
Young. 

As he stood by his vehicle, 
those in the convoy shouted 
names at him and tried to hit 
him with their signs. Several of 
them threw beer bottles and 
rocks at him. Young said. 

“After the first 30 vehicles 
passed, a van that I recognized 
skidded to a stop in front of 
me, followed by two other 
vans. A person came out of one 
van with a tire iron and an 
other guy came out with a 
baseball bat. More people star 
ted getting out and they started 
threatening me. ‘Time to pay,’ 
they said. 

“As the first two circling in 
on me, I was hit in my back 
right shoulder with a beer bot- 
tle. I turned around and saw 
about 12 men with baseball 
bats, picket signs, tire irons, 
and a big flashlight almost on 
me. A beer bottle whizzed by 
my head. 

“So I jumped into my 
pickup, locke le door, 
grabbed my mobnc phone, and 
started dialing 911. Before I 
could push the last button, my 
driver-side window shattered 
and I flung my arm up and 
blocked a brick with my 
forearm. 

“The guy who had thrown 
the brick was knocking glass 
out of window with a tire iron 
and flailing the iron at me. 
People were beating the truck 
on all sides. Then the car be- 
gan to rock like they were try 
ing to push me off the jack and 
down the hill. 

“Then arms reached in 
through the busted driyer-side 
window and they tried to pull 
me out through the window. As 
they were yanking, somebody 
smashed my windshield,” 
Young said. 

Young said he heard cars 
honking and the attackers dis- 
appeared into their trucks and 
cars. He counted 70 vehicles in 
the convoy. 

Though in pain, Young 
backed down the ramp to the 
warehouse on two flat tires 
and filed a report with the De- 
troit News Agency’s security 
department. Friends unloaded 
Young’s papers and delivered 
them to his 550 customers in 
Westland and Canton. 

“My papers got delivered by

my friends. Otherwise, the Free 
Press would have charged me 
for the papers and billed me 
triple for delivering them,” he 
said. 

Security drove him to the 
Oakwood Hospital satellite at 
Canton Center and Warren 
Roads at 4:15 a.m. 

“I couldn’t move my swollen 
arm or fingers,” he said. “But it 
was just major soft tissue 
bruises and the doctors gave 
me pain killers and sent me 
home.” 

Young resigned the next day 
and reported the incident to 
Plymouth Township and state 
police. The case is under in- 
vestigation, according to Chief 
Berry. There are no suspects, 
but. Berry noted that the attack 
occurred immediately after 
the pickets left the distribu 
tion center and headed up the 
ramp, placing them at the at- 
tack scene and in the attack 
time frame. 

Young also identified one 
attacker. However, the identi- 
fication hasn’t been verified, 
Berry said. 

Union leaders failed to re- 
turn our call when provided an 
opportunity to give their ver- 
sion of the events. 

Young is already planning 
criminal and civil action. “I’m 
going to push for assault with 
deadly weapon or attempted 
murder charges against the 
man who attempted to pull me 
out of my truck. And for as- 
sault and battery against the 
others,” he said. 

Young has already filed an 
unfair labor practices com- 
plaint against the Teamsters 
Union with the National Labor 
Relations Board, he said. 

And that’s not all. “I’m con- 
sidering suing Teamster Local 
372 members who (allegedly) 
got out of their vehicles and 
attacked me,” Young contin- 
ued. “And I’m suing the Free 
Press if they don’t reimburse 
me for damages as they’ve 
agreed to do.” 

Meanwhile, Young said he’s 
looking for another part-time 
job.

When C.S. Valle Jr., develop- 
ment director for the Small 
Business Administration 
talked to members of the Inks- 
ter Land Development Corp., 
he brought some positive 
news.

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Rematch Saturday with Monroe to decide regional title

Undefeated Belleville put 
visiting Flint Carman- 
Ainsworth into the “deep 
freeze" early Friday night and 
chalked up a record-shattering 

! 10th consecutive victory, 42^5, 
Before approximately 3,000 
Shivering - no freezing - high 
School football fans at Be- 
lleville High. 

1 It was the first time any Be- 
leville High football team had 
von a post-season playoff vic- 
ory. A year ago, coach Bob La- 
Pointe and the Tigers were 
eliminated from the playoffs 
by a determined Westland 
John Glenn. 

This time, however, Be- 
lleville sent a message that it 


would not tolerate a repeat of 
a year ago. With senior full- 
back Ian Gold returning to the 
lineup briefly, Belleville ex- 
ploded to a 28-0 halftime lead 
and never looked back. 

The relatively easy victory 
over a highly-touted Flint 
team, that came into town with 
a 7-2 record, even surprised 
LaPointe. 

“Our kids got down to busi- 
ness early and never let up,” 
said LaPointe. “These kids are 
determined to leave their 
mark on football.” 

The Belleville victory sets 
up a rematch with Monroe, a 
team that the Tigers defeated 
during the course of the Mega 
Conference Red Division sea- 
son. The two conference rivals 
will meet at 1:30 p.m. on Satur- 


day at Belleville to decide the 
Class AA region II champion- 
ship. And, the victor will con- 
tinue its quest for a state 
football championship. 

“They have been waiting to 
play us again,” stressed La- 
Pointe, commenting on the 
pending rematch with Monroe. 
“This is their opportunity to do 
so.” 

LaPointe believes the 
second-time around will be a 
more physical and hard-fought 


game. He also believes “that 
the key to the game is stopping 
quarterback Dan Cole. 

“If we let him scramble, we 
will be in trouble,” LaPointe 
warns. “He makes Monroe 
click.” 

Monroe qualified for the 
second-chance meeting by 
turning back an outstanding 
Clarkston team, 14-7. 

LaPointe said that the re- 
gional finalists know each 
other’s strengths and weak- 


nesses. Monroe lost the initial 
encounter to the Tigers 34-14, 
with five turnovers playing a 
crucial role in Monroe’s de- 
mise. 

“They know us. And we 
know them,” LaPointe said. 
“But you never how that ball is 
going to bounce.” 

You can say that again, 
coach. Just ask University of 
Michigan’s Lloyd Carr whose 
13-point favorite, and seventh- 
ranked nationally Wolverines 
lost to Michigan State on Satur- 
day. Bet you Carr didn’t get any 
sleep Saturday night. 

But if Flint had any plans 
for an “upset” on its mind Fri- 
day night, it was erased early. 

Gold, unavailable to play in 
the final two games of the reg- 
ular season, returned to the 


starting lineup and scored two 
TDs in the only three times he 
handled the ball. 

Taking no chances that the 
senior fullback would reinjure 
his leg, LaPointe pulled Gold 
after the first quarter. 

The first time Gold got the 
ball, he bolted off-tackle and 
raced 55- yards for a tou- 
chdown. In less than 10- 
minutes of action, Gold had ad- 
ded two more touchdowns to 
his season’s total. Was it 19 and 
20 or 20 and 21? Officials didn’t 
have the totals available at 
press time. 

The defense accounted for 
the second first-quarter Be- 
lleville TD. Cornerback Sam 
Reed picked off a Flint pass

Salem runners set area 
pace at state finals

Battling arctic winds and a course that had 
been swept of approximately 2 inches of snow 
earlier creating slippery conditions, Plymouth- 
Salem’s premier runners - Scott Pengelly and 
Jered Beniecki - managed to finish among the 
top 10 at the Class A state cross country champi- 
onships staged on Saturday on the 5,000-meter 
Saskatoon Golf Course in Grand Rapids. 

Pengelly, the fourth-best runner overall in 
the field of some 190 athletes, and Beniecki, 
who finished lOth-overall, were awarded All- 
State recognition after leading the Rocks to an 
eighth-place finish at state. 

Pengelly toured the icy tundra in 16:07 to 
earn a fourth-place medal, while Beniecki cov- 
ered the distance in 16:19. 

Redford Catholic Central’s Joe Leo posted a 
15:42, the best time in the team phase of the 
competition. However, Dearborn Fordson’s 
stellar runner, Abdul Alzindani, brushed aside 
the inclement weather and breezed past the 
competition and crossed the finish line in an 
incredible 15:20. 

Brighton captured the men’s division state 
championship, amassing a total of 133 for the 
victory. A far-second were the runners from 
White Lake Lakeland, which was runnerup by 
virtue of its 157 points. Traverse City was third 
with 161. 


Monroe, defending the prestige of the Mega 
Conference, Red Division, placed seventh (244), 
while Salem, a Western Lakes Affiliate, was 
eighth with 247 points. 

A young Belleville team, san seniors, and 
making its debut as a team at the Class A state 
championships, settled for 23-rd spot after 
coach Sam Vicchy’s runners gathered 511 
points. 

Troy Athens surfaced with the best women’s 
team. The state champs had 102 points. 

Vicchy said he was disappointed the Tigers 
didn’t finish among the top 20 but was satisfied 
that the kids gave it their best. 

“We had three best personal times,” said the 
Belleville coach. “And with no seniors in this 
lineup, I look for better things in the future.” 

The Tigers counted the scores of Beth Hiser, 
who finished 79th (20:42); Tammy Pietrowski, 
82nd (20:43); Kathy Ackron, 87th (20:46); Mic- 
helle King, 110th (21:04); Missy Arter, 185 (24:07). 

Belleville’s Lisa Jones was 152 (22:07) and 
Jamie Koren, 163 (22:25). 

Although Belleville has sent individuals to 
the state finals, this was the first time the school 
had qualified as a team. In order for a team to 
qualify for state competition, the team must fin- 
ish in the top three at its regional. Belleville 
was second this year to regional champ, 
Bedford. 


Ineligible player costs Robichaud SAC grid crown

The Michigan High School 
Athletic Association has in- 
formed the Westwood School 
District that its high school 
varsity football team will have 
to forfeit all games that an ap- 
parent ineligible player par- 
ticipated in this season. 

, John Johnson, MHSAA 
spokesperson, said the inelig- 
ible player, who he refused to 
name, was a transfer-athlete 
from Willow Run, who did not 
reside in the school district. 

“The school district knew of 
the consequences prior to the 


use of this player and they de- 
cided to allow him to play,” 
Johnson said. “Under the 
MHSAA’s ‘Restitution Rule’ 
Robichaud will have to forfeit 
all games that this ineligible 
player participated in.” 

Robichaud High School 
Principal Robert Yauck, who 
also is the varsity football 
coach, said that he has seen 
and read the communique 
from the state and is “totally 
frustrated and a bit angered at 
the (MHSAA) action”. 

“By their action, the 
MHSAA is penalizing our kids 
and innocent people. This def- 
initely will be appealed,” 


Yauck added. 

Yauck said the player in 
question had a court order 
that, in essence, stated that if 
the school district refused to 
allow him to compete, the 
school district would be held 
in contempt of court. 

“If I had not obeyed that 
(court) order, I would have not 
only been held in contempt, 
but may have also been 
slapped with a civil lawsuit. It 
was a Catch 22 situation, and I 
asked our school district attor- 
ney what action I should take. 

“The attorney informed me 
that it would be best to abide 


by the court order.” 

The order, signed by a 
Washtenaw County Probate 
Judge, was later set aside by a 
district court judge, according 
to Yauck. 

The higher court ruling 
came down after Robichaud 
had used the illegible player. 

Robichaud won all five of its 
Suburban Athletic Conference 
games to win the SAC title. 
How many of these games the 
controversial player partici- 
pated in, school officials 
would not say. 

Johnson said that the 
MHSAA doesn’t have the au- 
thority to order Robichaud to 


return the championship to 
the conference, “that would be 
up to the conference officials. 

“However, we do have the 
right to rule on the eligibility 
or ineligibility of an athlete 
and this athlete, after the 
MHSAA’s investigation, has 
been deemed ineligible. 

Earlier this year, Westwood 
had informed the SAC it would 
be severing its ties with the 
conference after the current 
school year. Robichaud will be 
competing as an independent 
because, according to Yauck, 
there are now two Class C 
schools in the conference and 
“because of that, it would be 


very difficult for us to make 
the playoffs.” 

Robichaud is a Class B 
school. One of the two Class C 
schools, Ecorse, has been 
dropped into the Class D clas- 
sification, according to state 
officials. (See sidebar on the 
1996 school classifications on 
Page B-2. 

If Robichaud should appeal 
the MHSAA ruling, and the 
higher courts determine that 
the MHSSA actions were 
within its jurisdiction, then 
Highland Park would be 
awarded the 1995 SAC 
championship.

The MHSAA is the august 
body that regulates high 
school sports in the state of 
Michigan. 

The procedure by which 
classification breaks are deter- 
mined involves the figures 
submitted by members to the 
MHSAA from their fourth Fri- 
day (Oct. 6) count, minus stu- 
dents ineligible for athletic 
competition because they 
reached their 19th birthday 
prior to Sept. 1 or students en- 
rolled in other schools in spe- 
cial education programs 
because of learning hand- 
icaps. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1996, 
schools with 985 or more stu- 
dents will compete in Class A 
in MHSAA competition. The 
enrollment limits for Class B 
are 519 to 984; Class C is 262 to 
518; and schools with enroll- 
ments of 261 and under are 
Class D. 

According to MHSAA offi- 
cials there was a break de- 
crease of six students for Class 
A, an increase of eight stu- 
dents for Class B, and six- 
student increase for the break

between Class C and Class D. 

Schools were recently noti- 
fied of their classification. 
MHSAA Executive Director 
John E. Roberts said that 
schools may not appeal their 
classification if the appeal is 
to play in the lower class. How 
ever, if revised enrollment fig 
ures indicate that a school 
should be playing in a higher 
class, that school would be 
moved up. 

This year, there are 178 
Class A and Class B; 177 in 
Class C and 180 schools in 
Class D. Also, there are six 
member schools that either do 
not sponsor athletic teams or 
are not eligible for MHSAA 
tournaments in 1995-96. 

There are 16 schools that 
will move up to Class A for 
1996, while 15 schools will 
move down. 

Moving up with Trenton will 
be Mason, Lowell, Lansing Wa- 
verly, Ionia, Hudsonville and 
Fruitport; moving down from 
Class A to Class B are Oak 
Park, Taylor, Warren Lincoln, 
Grand Rapids Northview, 
Niles and Charlotte. 

New schools participating 
in sports this year are 
Plymouth-Agape Christian, 
which is in Class D.

No money is left in the 
Wayne County’s 1995 96 fiscal 
year budget for the capital im- 
provement plan of extending a 
runway at Willow Run airport. 

In what has been described 
as an “adroit legislative ma- 
neuver,” Wayne County Com- 
missioners Bruce Patterson, 
vice chair of the Ways and 
Means Committee (R-Canton, 
11th district) and Thaddeus 
McCotter, chair of the eco- 
nomic development committee 
(R-Livonia, 10th district) man- 
aged to cut over $6 million 
from the Wayne County Execu- 
tive Edward McNamara’s pro- 
posed budget. 


Patterson and McCotter for- 
med a coalition of commis- 
sioners and eliminated the 
entire amount of money 
placed under “capital im- 
provement funding.” Accord- 
ing to Patterson and McCotter, 
this action protects “the qual- 
ity of life for the communities 
of Canton Township, Van 
Buren Township, Wayne, Be- 
lleville, Sumpter Township, 
Plymouth Township, North- 
ville and Northville Township. 

“I am very pleased that we 
were able to achieve this bud- 
get revision,” Patterson said. 
“I am beginning to believe that 
all the hard work might just 


pay off in the end.” 

McCotter said, “Whatever 
their public denials, the 
McNamara Administration’s 
actions prove they are deter- 
mined to extend the runway. 
The administration’s intransi- 
gence on this issue, in the face 
of overwhelming community 
opposition(Canton Township 
adopted a resolution Oct. 24 in 
opposition), is totally unac- 
ceptable.” 

Both commissioners said 
they would continue going to 
Lansing to prevent funding 
from the state of Michigan.

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After 21 years, Jaguar is still king of the jungle

What’s as heavy as a truck, 
as regal as the crown jewels 
and won’t last much longer? 
Give up? Well, you better hu- 
rry and scrape up $83,000 and 
get yourself a Jaguar XJS. 

Why, you ask? Because 1996 
marks the 20th birthday of this 
beauty, making it the longest- 
lived Jaguar model ever. Un- 
fortunately, 1996 also marks 
the end of this model. 

That’s what I thought. There 
you go, flipping through your 
savings book. 

In 21 model years, more 
than 100,000 XJS coupes and 
convertibles have been built, a 
record for longevity and pro- 
duction which is longer than 
the legendary E-type Jaguar 
which had 72,507 cars built 
over 13 years. 

What does eighty-three 
grand buy these days? Well, I 
am glad that you asked. 

For starters, you get a silky- 
smooth V-12 (not available in 
‘96), four wheel disc brakes 
with ABS, an anti-theft device, 
a power convertible top, 


power seats with memory, wal- 
nut trim, CD player, limited 
slip differential and a deck lid 
spoiler. 

I know, I know, eighty-three 
grand is a lot of money, but you 
have to drive this car before 
you make any snap-judgments. 
To start with, the top lowers in 
a matter of seconds, letting the 
sun shine in. The open road 
begins to look like the pathway 
to the land of Oz. 

The sunshine part was un- 
fortunately nonexistent when I 
was able to put the top down.

This graceful cat has aged 
very well. Typically cars look 
dated after only a few short 
years, but this car still man-

Twenty 
years of success can’t be 
wrong. 

The only real downside that 
I could find about this car, be- 
sides the obvious tenancy to 
get bugs in your teeth while 
commuting with the top dow'n, 
was the fuel economy.

To make up for 
this lack of leg room, the Jag- 
uar XJS has a spacious trunk, 
large enough to hold a set of 
golf clubs with no major 
hassles.
